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Time Will Be Devoted to a General 
Clearing Up of 
Business Prepar­ 
atory to Adjourdment—Appropria­ 
tion Bills Well Under Way—Other 
Capital City News. 


Washington, May 25.—The outlook 
as to the line of proceeding in the sen­ 
ate during the present week is not very 
clear. It is the general understanding 
that the debate on 
Senator Butler’s 
bond resolution will continue, but if it 
holds the floor beyond today there will 
be an effort to displace it with the gen­ 
eral deficiency appropriation bills. This 
is the only one of the appropriation 
bills which has not received the atten­ 
tion of the senate, and, as it has now 
been reported, the members of the ap­ 
propriations committee are now really 
anxious to take it up at the earliest 
practicable date. 
On the other hand, Senator Butler, 
who has charge of the bond bill, feels 
that if a vote is not had on hiB bill be­ 
fore the appropriation bill is passed, it 
may be impossible to hold a quorum 
He thinks it will be possible to con­ 
clude the debate upon the bond bill 
today, or, at the latest, Tuesday. Sen­ 
ators Dubois and Pritchard have stated 
that they would ask to be heard on 
the bond bill before a vote is taken, 
and it its probable also that Senator 
Allison may submit some remarks upon 
it. 
The opponents of the bond bill will 
try to prevent a vote being reached at 
all, and some of them will obstruct its 
progress to the fullest extent possible 
with appropriation bills, and by other 
legitimate means at their command. 
Of the fifteen general appropriation 
bills, only six has become laws, leav 
ing nine still to be sent to the president, 
and none of these, except the legisla­ 
tive and the rivers and harbors bills, 
is entirely out of conference. 
There 
will, therefore, be numerous confer 
ence reports to be presented, and as 
these are always privileged 
matters 
they can be used to displace the bond 
bill. Ordinarily the deficiency bill would 
not occasion prolonged debate, but it 
may be used to prevent the considera­ 
tion of others. 
The “filled” cheese bill is also to be 
debated, as opportunity offers. Senator 
Lodge counts upon time to consider the 
immigration bill. Senator Mitchell ol! 
Oregon hopes also to put up his resolu­ 
tion providing for the election of Uniter 
States senators by direct vote of the 
people, as does Senator Hill the bill de­ 
fining contempt of court. 
The talk is general that the date of 
final adjournment will depend almost 
entirely upon the length of time the 
president may hold the rivers and har­ 
bors bill. Without having any direct 
authority for the supposition, the sena­ 
tors generally expect a veto of that 
measure, and count upon having to re­ 
main long enough to attempt to pass it 
despite 
the 
executive 
disapproval. 
Senator Allison has expressed the 
opinion that in case of early action by 
the president, whether favorably or ad 
Tersely, the senate would be prepared to 
adjourn by the first of next week. In 
that event everything would be brushed 
aside this week for the appropriation 
bills}. 
The house is rapidly clearing the 
decks for final adjournment. 
Confer­ 
ence reports are likely to consume a 
large portion of the time of the house 
this week, as they did last. The Phillips 
labor commission bill and the Erdman 
arbitration bill, which were crowded 
out by conference reports last week, 
will be brought up this week if time 
permits. The bill to repeal the free- 
alcohol clause of the present tariff in 
the shape of the compromise proposi­ 
tion agreed on by the friends and foes 
of the measure, will, however, be al­ 
lowed the right of way before these two 
bills. There are also six election cases 
on the calendar. The Murray vs. Elli­ 
ott case from South Carolina and the 
Mitchell vs. Walsh case from New York, 
in both of which the majority reports 
favor the republican contestants, are 
the most urgent of these, and it is the 
intention of the leaders to dispose of 
them at this session.

Chicago, 111., May 25.—By the explo­ 
sion of a gasoline stove in a little frame 
house in the rear of No. 148 Townsend 
street early Sunday morning a family 
of six persons was almost wiped out of 
existence. Four are dead and a fifth is 
so badly burned that death is almost 
certain. The names of the dead are: 
OTTO MALM, 32 years old. 
SIMA MALM, 8 years old. 
HILMA MALM, 6 years old. 
OTTO MALM, JR., 3 years old. 
The injured are: 
Mrs. Ella Maim, 33 years old, burned 
about the hands, arms and face. Will 
recover. 
Ellen Maim, 8 years old, severely 
burned about the head and body. Will 
probably die. 
Mrs. Maim, the wife and mother, had 
arisen to prepare breakfast, and her 
husband and children were still in bed 
and asleep. 
She lighted 
a gasoline 
stove,when the tank, or reservoir which 
mids the supply of oil, exploded, throw­ 
ing the burning fluid about the little 
tenement. 
Before the sleeping mem­ 
bers of the family could be taken out 
or even warned, they were shut in by 
flames and burned almost to a crisp.

Two Unfortunate Girli Probably Chlor­ 
oformed and Then Cremated—Misses 
Clawson and Simcelson the Victims 
Murderer Not Yet Arrested—A Sen­ 
sation at Salt Lake City. 


Salt Lake, Utah, May 25.—Additional 
evidences of foul murder have been dis­ 
covered in the basement of the Scandi­ 
navian Methodist church. It seems al­ 
most certain that Miss Clawson and 
Anna Samuelson were done to death 
and their mutilated bodies thrust into 
the furnace of the church and cremated 
in order to destroy all evidences of the 
crime. 
Evidences tending to connect 
the 
pastor, Rev. Francis Hermann, with the 
supposed crime were also found. Arti­ 
cles belonging to Miss Samuelson were 
found in Hermann’s trunk in his apart­ 
ments. These articles were positively 
identified by the girl’s aunt. 
The investigation proceeded, and in 
the basement of the edifice were evi­ 
dences of the crime. Alongside the fur­ 
nace stood a barrel and when subjected 
to ar examination, human blood was 
found upon i t There were several old 
copier, of the Salt Lake Herald, one con­ 
taining the ghastly story of Theide, a 
wife murderer, besmeared with .blood. 
The lower door of the furnace had a 
streak of red across the front, which 
has be^n pronounced human blood. 
It is believed that the murderer used 
the barrel as a block for his butchery. 
The door of the furnace is not very 
large—10x6 inches—and would not ad­ 
mit a whole human body. The murder-, 
er used the knives and razors found 
under the grates, and after doing his 
wcrk threw them into the fire to be 
consumed with the body of the victim. 
The theory of the police ti that Miss 
Clawson was chloroformed in the pas­ 
tor’s study on the Sunday night of her 
disappearance and cremated in the fur­ 
nace on the following day. It was the 
discovery of some clothes in one of the 
pastor’s trunks that caused him to be 
connected with the disappearance of 
another woman. 
It seems that Her­ 
mann was quite popular among the 
members of his flock belonging to tho 
gentler sex. 
Among his admirers was Annie Sam 
uelson, a beautiful girl, aged 22 years.

THE NATION MOURNS 
FOR GEN. FAIRCHILD 


FUNERAL WILL BE HELD TO­ 
MORROW AFTERNOON. 


Likely to Disturb the Harmony of 
the Convention Wednesday—Prom­ 
inent Leaders Disagres on the Six- 
teen to One Proposition. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 25.—The dele­ 
gates to the prohibition national con­ 
vention began to arrive shortly after 
midnight last night. Governor John P. 
St. John, of 
Kansas, 
and 
Samuel 
Dickey, mayor of Albion, Mich., and 
national chairman for the past eight 
years, are already on the ground. The 
number of delegates to the convention 
will be 1,160. Not all the states will be 
fully represented. The delegates from 
the south and west will have some 
gaps. 
The first question to be settled is 
whether the delegates from states not 
fully represented will be allowed to vote 
the entire strength of their sections. 
Mr. Dickey believes that only the dele­ 
gates present should be counted, and 
f some of the states are shy, they will 
ose to that extent. To this view there 
will be a strong opposition. 
A very 
hot time is expected in the convention. 
Governor St. John admits that the de­ 
bates are likely to be acrimonious, 
while others interested in the conven­ 
tion believe that a strong body of po­ 
lice will be found necessary to prevent 
personal conflicts. There will be two 
factions in the convention—the narrow- 
gauge, or single-idea, people, led 
by 
Chairman Dickey; and the broad-gauge, 
under the leadership of St. John. The 
Kansan believes in the policy of all 
things unto all men in the glory of the 
prohibition party. He is an ardent ad­ 
vocate of free silver and free trade, and 
populistic ideas. Neither St. John nor 
Dickey attempts to conceal the fact that 
he expects trouble in the convention. 
Dickey is an advocate of the gold stand­ 
ard. He thinks that four years hence 
the silver question will be settled for­ 
ever, and it will be in oblivion as an is­ 
sue with the old greenback and other 
flat money ideas. 
He therefore says 
that as the members of his party can­ 
not agree on the money question and 
kindred problems, the wise course is to 
stick to the one issue of prohibition, 
on which they all agree.

1750— Stephen G irard, eccen­ 
tric m illionaire and philan­ 
thropist, born near Bor­ 
deaux, France; 
died in 
Philadelphia 1831. G irard

D uring the 
epidemic of yellow fever 
in th at city in 1793 he be­ 
came noted for his attert-

tions to the sick, whom he nursed- Having 
acquired the building of the defunct U nit­ 
ed States bank, he founded a private bank. 
D uring the w ar of 1812 he was the sheet an­ 
chor of American credit. It is said th at 
G irard never had a friend. He left proper­ 
ty valued at 19,000,000, $2,000,000 of which 
w ent to the founding of the famous G irard 
college for orphan boys. 
1795—Silas Wright, governor of and senator 
from New' York, born at Amherst, Mass.; 
died 1847. 
1883—The Brooklyn bridge, the largest suspen­ 
sion bridge in tile world, opened to the 
public. 
1895—Hon. Hugh MeCulloch, secretary of the 
U nited States treasury from 1805 to 1809, 
died at W ashington; born 1808. Queen Vie-* 
toria knighted Henry Irving, Lewis M orris 
and Walter Besant.

The case of F. Templin, an infantj 
by M. Templin, 
Mb next friend, 
j 
against the Chicago A Northwestern j 
Railway company, will be tried agt-in, 
Judge Bennett today setting aside 
the verdict, and ordering a new trial. 
The case it will be remembered, was 
an action brought to recover dam­ 
ages for the arrest of the Templin 
boy. 
Detective Evans, of the com­ 
pany’s force of special agents arrested 
him for an alleged attem pt at train 
wrecking, at the time that ties were 
found upon the company’s track near 
the “ Black Bridge” some time ago. 
Young Templin was lo iked up in jail 
but as Detective Evans made no com­ 
plaint against him, he was released. 
Snit was then brought, and tried at 
this term of court, but after a six 
hour session, the jury returned a ver­ 
dict in favor of the railway company 
John Cunningham, with Sutherland 
A Nolan associated with him,appeared 
for the plainriff, while Gen. Winkler, 
of the firm of Winkler, Smith, Fland­ 
ers, fiottum A Vilas, of Milwaukee 
defended. 
Detective Did Not Bo Testify 
When the court charged the jury 
the plaintiff’s attorneys claimed, he 
did not specify clearly one point in the 
Wisconsin law relating to the case 
His charge was to the effect that i 
Detective Evans had probable cause to 
believe the 
boy guilty, 
that he 
was justified in arresting him. 
Tem­ 
pting attorneys stated,in makiog their 
motion, that the law provided, and 
the charge must have therefore in­ 
cluded, the clause, that in addition to 
having “ probable cause to believe,” 
Detective4&vans must have actually be­ 
lieved, that the lad was guilty. 
As he 
had not testified to such belief and 
had furtner fAiled to evince it by fail­ 
ure to make a complaint against the 
lad. 1he court granted the motion; set 
aside the verdict, and ordered a new 
trial. 
A Case In Point 
In support of their contention the 
defendant’s attorneys quoted a case 
from the 70th Wisconsin, 131, Plum­ 
mer vs. Johnson, in whic'u the court 
held “ that a private person is not jne- 
tiged 
in 
making 
an 
arrest 
without 
a 
wrrant, 
unless 
he 
has good reason to believe, 
and does believe, that the person ar­ 
rested is guilty of the crime.” 
As a detective is but a private per­ 
son, and not an officer of the law, this 
authority fully covered the case. 
Toe 
law9 of Wisconsin and Michigan are 
identical on this point, while the laws 
of the other states do not include the 
“ actual belief” clause. 
The case will come up for re trial at 
the November term of court.
